BOWLS ARE A TIDE WAY OF LIFE... 


Alabama’s participation in the 1982 Cotton Bow! game against Texas is the 23rd con- 
secutive bowl game by the Crimson Tide, a national record, and is the 35th overall post-season 
trip for Alabama, another national record. Tide teams have played five times in the Cotton 
Bowl in the past, but with only two victories. The first came in the 1942 game when Bama won 
over Texas A&M, 29-21, and the other only last January 1st when Bama bowled over Baylor, 


30-2. In between, Rice won 21-6 in the 1954 game, Texas A&M won 20-16 in the 1968 game and 
Texas won the 1973 game 17-13.

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ALABAMA’S COTTON BOWL PLANS 


Alabama will headquarter at the Hyatt Regency Hotel in Dallas, arriving on Sunday, 
December 27th. While in Dallas the Crimson Tide will hold daily workouts at the Cot- 
ton Bowl. The Tide reported back to practice in Tuscaloosa on December 21st and 
was to do its contact work during that period. It is doubtful Alabama will wear pads 
in practice at Dallas. Alabama will host the Dallas media at 2 p.m. on December 27th 
at the Cotton Bowl. On Tuesday, December 29th, five players will be at the Press 


headquarters at the Holiday Inn Midtown at 10 a.m. On Wednesday, December 30th, 
Coach Bryant will be at the Press headquarters at 10 a.m., then on Thursday two Tide 
assistant coaches. Bob Halford and Arnold Hays will run the Cotton Bowl press 
operation.

The Chase Is Over. . . 
BEAR BRYANT SCALES THE MOUNTAIN 


Well, it’s over. Football’s most publicized “happening” of recent years was climaxed on 
November 28, 1981, as Paul (Bear) Bryant’s Alabama football team defeated Auburn, 28-17, on 
national television to hand Coach Bryant his 315th career coaching victory and become the 
winningest collegiate coach in history. 

Ever since Bryant announced his intention to try and break Amos Alonzo Stagg’s record of 
314 victories some four years ago, the media attention has been awesome. He announced his 
intent in an effort to keep rival recruiters from telling prospects he was retiring. 

As the numbers mounted and the gap lessened, it became a media event. The 1981 season 
will go down as Coach Bryant's most difficult, mainly because of the distractions. He grew 
weary of the constant questions, and finally just said he didn’t want to talk about it after his 
team lost a game and tied one. 

But when Alabama defeated Mississippi State, 13-10, in a crucial SEC showdown game, it 
gave him his 313 victory and set the stage two weeks later against Penn State on the road and 
on TV to tie Stagg’s record. Again, the attention from the media became more intense and 
Bryant patiently answered the questions. 

When the Tide put on a tremendous passing show and great goalline stand against Penn 
State to crush the previously #1 ranked Nittany Lions, 31-16, he had tied Stagg and that set the 
stage for the record-breaking game against Auburn. 

This time he elected to discuss the record, but mostly to talk about the ‘Bryant Football 
Family” and all the people who had made it possible for the many victories. 

Auburn is Alabama's most fierce rival and hundreds of Bryant's former players from 
Maryland, Kentucky, and Texas A&M came to watch, along with most every player who played 
at Alabama who could make it. Joe Namath, John David Crow, Danny Ford and golfer Jerry 
Pate were on the sidelines. It was an historical day. 

And it was vintage Bryant as the game unfolded and Alabama won, coming from behind in 
the fourth quarter to capture the 28-17 victory. So many of his 315 wins came in the same 
fashion. It was as if the entire thing was scripted. 

Afterwards President Ronald Reagan called the dressing room to offer congratulations, as 
did former President Jimmy Carter. But it was a subdued dressing room. Every player and 
coach was emotionally spent. The pressure had been building all season. When “THE” record 
finally fell, it was a great relief, and the moment captured by those involved with the 
knowledge they had been a part of it. 

Coach Bryant's 37-year record now stands at 315-80-17 for a winning percentage of .785. In 
24 years at Alabama his record is 224-41-9 for .843 percent.

Crimson Tide Seeks To Break Texas Jinx 


Joe Namath thought he scored but Tommy Nobis said he didn't. The officials agreed with 
Nobis. 

Alan Lowry found a spot on the sides that curiously “curved in”, as he scored the winning 
touchdown. 

Ray Abruzzese caught a pass on the seven and wiggled into the end zone -- at least Alabama 
thought so. The officials spotted it on the one foot line and Texas held. 

That’s the story of the last three meetings between the Crimson Tide and Texas, in this 
series that is dominated by the Longhorns 6-0-1. The fact that Alabama has never won is just 
completely unacceptable to Tide fans and they hope the worm turns on January 1, 1982 in the 
Cotton Bow! in Dallas. 

Texas won 10-0 back in 1902, then 20-0 in 1915 and 19-10 in 1922. Few of us remember much 
about those games. Then Bobby Layne passed the Tide crazy with a 27-7 win in the Sugar Bowl 
on January 1, 1948. 

Then Bear Bryant came back to Alabama and things were supposed to change. They didn't, 
against Texas that is. 

In the 1960 Bluebonnet Bowl in Houston, Bobby Skelton flipped a pass to Ray Abruzzese at 
the Texas three midway in the first quarter and Ray thought he had scored, but the officials 
said no, and Texas stopped Bama on the next play to hold. 

Tommy Brooker broke the 0-0 tie in the fourth quarter with a 30-yard field goal and three 
points looked mighty big. 

Texas started a late drive, aided by a personal foul to the 19, then three plays and only four 
yards later, they faked a field goal and went to the seven. Three more plays netted just four 
yards, so on the fourth down tackle Dan Petty kicked a 20-yarder and it was 3-3, with 3:44 left. 

But the 'Horns had one more chance. Pass interference was called on Alabama on the final 
play of the game, so after time had run out Petty lined up for another field goal, but he squibb- 
ed it off the side of his foot and Bama escaped being 0-7-0. 

In 1964 Alabama had won the national championship and met Texas in the Orange Bowl. It 
was a helluva battle. Joe Namath was hurt and Steve Sloan played in his place. But Joe came 
off the bench after Texas went on top 14-0 hitting 18 passes for 255 yards and two scores. 

An interception gave Bama a fourth quarter chance to win, trailing 21-17. Namath and Steve 
Bowman moved the ball within inches of the goal, but on fourth down Namath tried a sneak. 
Nobis met him. Texas won, 21-17. 

On January 1, 1973, Alabama met Texas in the “battle of the wishbones” and the Tide 
leaped to an early 10-0 lead. It was 13-3 at intermission. Lowry narrowed it to 13-10 with a 
three-yard score, then the Tide marched again only to have a pass intercepted in the end zone. 

From there Texas moved to the Bama 34, where Lowry bootlegged around end and headed 
down the sidelines. The officials didn’t see him step out of bounds as he went in for the winn- 
ing score, but films show he clearly did. Oh, well. Bama drove again to the Texas 43 late, but 
Wilbur Jackson was stopped short on a fourth and one try, and it was the final nail in the cof- 
fin. 

All these recollections reveal that when the Tide and ‘Horns get together, things happen. It 
should be the same on the first day of 1982. 

Both teams have tenacious defenses. Texas is second in the nation on defense, allowing 
only 234.9 yards per game, with just a 96.5 yield on defense (10th best). Alabama is sixth in the 
nation in rushing offense with 280.2 yards. 

A.J. Jones, Donnie Little, John Walker, Robert Brewer and Rick Mclvor lead a potent 
Longhorn offense. The defense is anchored by LB Doug Shankle. All-American tackle Kenneth 
Sims is out with a broken ankle. 


For Alabama Walter Lewis, Alan Gray, Ken Coley, Ricky Moore, Joe Carter, Keff Fagan, Ken 
Simon, Paul Carruth, Joey Jones and Jesse Bendross all have sudden striking power. 

The defense is led by All-American strong safety Tommy Wilcox, along with CB Jeremiah 
Castille, FS Jim Bob Harris, LB Robbie Jones, MG Warren Lyles and DE Mike Pitts, plus 
others. It may be the best defensive secondary in the nation. 

Raul Allegre and Peter Kim could get into a field goal battle. Both are good at their trade. 

But like most games of this nature, complete with big plays and excitement, it will be won in 
the trenches. Both teams are big and young in their lines, and this game will serve as a great 
beginning for the 1982 season. 

Bryant is from Moro Bottom, Ark. Akers is from Blytheville, Ark., and was born in 1938. The 
year he was born, Bryant was an assistant coach at Alabama and had already been to two 
Rose Bowl games. 

Bear Bryant will be seeking his 316th coaching victory. Fred Akers will be going for his 56th 
win.

Now that Paul ‘Bear’ Bryant has won more games than any collegiate coach in history, 
been national Coach of the Year more than anyone in history, won more national champion- 
ships than anyone in history, won more conference championships than anyone in history, 
been to more bowl games than anyone in history, and been written about, talked about and 
filmed more than any coach in history, what does he do for an encore? 

Well, no coach has ever won seven bowl games in seven years. Alabama teams under 
Bryant have won six straight, tying Nebraska, Georgia Tech and Southern Cal. 

You would think that pretty soon new challenges would be hard to come by, but when 
you've had the success and acclaim that this man has enjoyed it seems there is always one 
more thing to accomplish that will be historical. 

He’s already a walking Mt. Rushmore, the face and hat recognized literally around the 
world. Capturing win number 315 assures him of immortality but really he had that long ago. 
“315” just makes it official. 

His teams won national championships in 1961, 1964, 1965, 1973, 1978 and 1979 and don’t 
think for a minute he has given up on 1981. The chance is there, although a longshot but he’s 
won several on longshots. 

He is idolized by millions. Those who played or worked for him hold him with great respect, 
love and even awe. He’s no angel and doesn’t pretend to be. There are those who just don’t 
like him. But few of them have ever met him or gotten to know him. Those who have will fight 
you over the man. 

He has a 37-year coaching record of 315-80-17, an average of 8.5 victories a season. In 24 
years at Alabama he has a record of 224-41-8. The last 11 years he is 116-14-1, a winning 
percentage of .887. 

He has taken Alabama teams to 23 straight bowl games, counting this year’s Cotton Bowl. 
His teams have been in the nation’s Top 10 20 out of the 24 seasons he has coached at 
Alabama. 

For awhile he was criticized for not being able to win a bowl game, now he is on the verge of 
winning more in a row than anyone has ever done. His personal coaching record in bowl 
games is 14-11-2 and it’s 11-9-2 at Alabama. 

And while the six national championships are well remembered, you may have forgotten 
that his teams had a legitimate shot at winning the title six other times. Four times defeats did 
it and two times the polls did the Tide in. 

In 1962 his team was ranked first until the next-to-last game when Georgia Tech upset 
Alabama, 7-6. In 1966, coming off two-straight national titles, his team went 11-0 and crushed 
Nebraska 34-7 in the Sugar Bowl and lost the election. In 1971 Bama went 11-0 and played 
Nebraska in the Orange Bowl for the #1 ring, but this was Bob Devaney’s best team ever and it 
crushed the Tide, 38-6. In 1972 Bama was ranked first and headed for Dallas to play Texas in 
the Cotton Bowl, only to get upset by Auburn, 17-16, on two blocked punts in the fourth 
quarter. Then in 1974 Alabama was ranked number one again going into a bowl game only to 
lose to Notre Dame 13-11. And finally in 1977 Alabama went 11-1 with a 35-6 whipping of Ohio 
State in the Sugar Bowl and Tide fans were rejoicing after Texas got beat in the Cotton Bowl 
by Notre Dame, but voters elected to vault the Irish from fourth to first ahead of Alabama. 

Born September 11, 1913 in Kingsland, Ark., he came from a proud but poor family of 12 
children. He played in the first football game he ever saw, getting a local shoemaker in For- 
dyce, Ark., to put cleats on his only pair of high-top black dress shoes. He played tackle and 
gained some notoriety because of his size and aggressiveness and caught the eye of the late 
Hank Crisp of Alabama. 

He left the tiny hamlet of Moro Bottom in 1931 for Alabama, became known as “the other 
end” because the great Don Hutson was the star. Bryant played on Tide teams that went 
23-3-2 in three seasons, beat Stanford, 29-13, in the Rose Bowl, and was coached by Frank 
Thomas. 

He served as an Alabama assistant for four years, then went to Vanderbilt for two years, but 
when World War II broke out he was quick to enlist in the Navy and become a Lieutenant Com- 
mander. He was appointed as the head coach at Maryland by President Curly Byrd for the 1946 
season and was off and running on a rendezvous with destiny.

COACH BRYANT 39-5 VS. HIS PUPILS 


Paul Bryant has a new record of 39-5 against his “pupils, including have won the last 29 
games in a row against head coaches who either played for him or coached on his staff. In- 
dividually, here is how Coach Bryant has done against his pupils: 14-2 vs. Charley McClendon, 
6-0 vs. Bob Tyler, 6-1 vs. Bill Battle, 4-0 vs. Jerry Claiborne, 4-0 vs. Steve Sloan, 2-1 vs. Paul 
Dietzel, 1-0 vs. Charley Pell, 1-0 vs. Howard Schnellenberger, 0-1 vs. Gene Stallings, 1-0 vs. Pat 
Dye.

Good looking freshman who played in the last nine games of the 
season and showed promise of being a future standout by gallop- 
ing 146 yards on just 20 carries for a team high 7.3 average per 
carry, with a long run of 31 yards. He also was on the receiving 
end of two passes for 29 yards.

He kicked 12 during the regular season in 
1980 and has 27 during his career, which is a new career record 
since the old mark was 26 by Bill Davis in 1971-72-73. And this 
doesn’t count the three he booted against Baylor in the Cotton 
Bowl since bow! games don’t count towards record under the 
NCAA policy. This year he was 15 out of 20 in field goals and 25 of 
26 in extra points for 70 points to lead the team. In 1980 he also 
led in scoring with 71 points on 12 of 18 field goals and 35 of 37 ex- 
tra points, so has a total of 141 total points kicking on 27 of 38 
field goals in a single game having done it in 1980 against Ten- 
nessee and in 1981 against Kentucky. He is eight of 10 between 
the 20-29, 11 of 14 between the 30-39, eight of nine between the 40-49 and 0-5 from 50-yards 
plus at Alabama. His longest is a 49-yarder against Mississippi State in 1980. He was born in 
Seoul, Korea, then moved to Hawaii and played soccer and football under coach Ron Lee. He 
played one year at the University of Hawaii, kicking a 49-yarder against Nebraska and two field 
goals against Southern Cal. He transferred to Alabama virtually unknown as a walkon, but his 
accuracy won him a scholarship and he has become one of the nation’s leading point-kickers. 
Liked Alabama's ‘‘style’”’ from watching the Crimson Tide on TV and elected to transfer on that 
basis. 


BART KROUT...Tight End 87 
6-3, 226, senior, 3-VL, Birmingham, AL 


Named to the first team All-Southeastern Conference team as 

picked by UPI in 1981 for his exceptional blocking ability. Caught 

eight passes this past season for 125 yards and scored two 

touchdowns, those coming against Tennessee and Rutgers. Led 

Alabama in receiving as a junior with 16 receptions for 218 yards 

and two scores, one against Ole Miss and the other against 

Auburn. As a soph caught two passes for 40 yards and as a

playoffs and the Charley Boswell Spirit of Achievement Award winner. Bart is scheduled to 
play in several of the post-season all-star games after the Cotton Bowl. 


WALTER LEWIS...Quarterback 10 
6-1, 195, sophomore, 1-VL, Brewton, AL 


He’s got a rifle arm, quick feet, excellent speed, and some great 
moves and it all adds up to the obvious conclusion that Walter 
could be something special at quarterback. The Brewton 
sophomore has already shown flashes of brilliance and it should 
just get better. He rushed 77 times for 313 yards, a 4.1 average, 
and scored twice this year while rushing. He completed 30 of 66 
pases for 45.5 percent, 633 yards, had two intercepted and threw 
for six touchdowns. And he punted once for 49 yards. He had a 
total of 946 yards in total offense and all of these things were 
done while starting just one game and sharing quarterbacking 
with Alan Gray and Ken Coley and at times with Paul Fields and 
Andy Martin. His top game was 205 yards in total offense in the 
Tide’s 31-16 rout of Penn State. He completed six of 10 passes for 167 yards and ran for 38 
more. As a freshman in 1980 he played in nine games, had 111 yards against Notre Dame and 
finished with 219 yards rushing on 45 trips for a 4.8 average and scored twice. He was 10 of 18 
passing for .555 percent, 118 yards. So in two season he has rushed 122 times for 532 yards, a 
4.4 average. And he has completed 40 of 78 passes for 51.3 percent, 751 yards and six scores. 
He has 1,283 total offense yards. Coached by Frank Cotten at T.R. Miller High where he was 
2A All-State and maintained a high academic average. He was Academic All-SEC this past 
season. Won the national punt, pass and ek contest when he was eight years old. 


EDDIE LOWE...Linebacker 57 
5-11, 195, junior, 2-VI, Phenix City, AL 


“He can sure stack wood” is the expression Coach Bryant used 
on his statewide TV show once this season after Eddie had just 
unloaded one of his tackles that you can hear all the way up in the 
press box. Although small for a linebacker, Eddie has excellent 
speed and quickness and when you've been hit by him, you 
remember it for a long time. Eddie started only the Penn State 
game this year, but is a starter to Tide coaches. He was the third 

leading tackler on the team with 85 stops, had two tackles for four 

yards in losses, caused two fumbles, recovered one, had two in- 

terceptions for five return yards, broke up two passes and made 
six tackles on kickoffs. As a soph he was in on 46 tackles and had four sacks for 18 lost yards, 
and recovered a fumble. The brother of San Diego Charger linebacker and former Bama All- 
American Woodrow Lowe, Eddie wasn’t recruited by Alabama hard and went to Tennessee- 
Chattanooga where he played as a freshman. He then elected to transfer and sat out the 1979 
season. He’s one of the strongest weightlifters on the team. Played for Coach Wayne Trawick 
at Central High in Phenix City along with All-Star cornerback Jeremiah Castille. 


WARREN LYLES...Middle Guard 91 
6-3, 261, senior, 3-VL, Birmingham, AL 


Named the Defensive Player of the 1981 Cotton Bowl for his 
brilliant play, Warren grew in stature even more this past season 
as he has been everyone's All-SEC middle guard and prominently 
mentioned on All-America squads. Opposing teams have doubled 
and even tripled teamed him at times in order to keep him from 
destroying their offensive plan. He still managed 50 tackles on 
the year, made 11 sacks for 39 yards in losses, recovered two 
fumbles, caused one and in general had one heckuva year. But 
the most impressive thing has been his leadership. He stepped 
forth and became a leader on this senior-shy Tide team, and is 

: one of the favorites of the media for pre-game and post-game 
quotes. Exceptionally emotional about his football, he also is quick and strong. In last year’s 
Cotton Bowl game he made eight tackles, but five of them were in Baylor's backfield and ac- 
counted for 26 yards lost, as he disrupted the Bears’ offense that had set Southwest Con- 
ference records, only to be completely shut down by the tough Tide defense. As a junior he 
made 61 tackles and led the team in fumble recoveries with four. As a sophomore he was in on 
28 tackles and as a freshman in 1978 he made 37 stops. He missed the 1979 Penn State Sugar 
Bowl game, but played a lead role in whipping Arkansas for the national title in the 1980 Sugar 
Bowl and then came Baylor. For his career he has made 187 tackles, a lot for a nose guard, 
and thrown opposing teams for 130 yards in losses on 29 sacks. Played for Jim Currier at Pin- 
son Valley, just outside Birmingham. Would you believe he also played fullback in high 
school? Yes, and 927 yards as a senior and made 97 tackles at defensive end, making All- 
County, All-State and All-American. 


MIKE McQUEEN...Offensive Tackle 75 
6-5, 236, sophomore, Enterprise, AL 


All of a sudden Mike McQueen went from a hard-working, improv- 
ing member of the second offensive line to a starter against 
Auburn on national TV as Bear Bryant went for win number 315. It 
came about when Bob Cayavec was dismissed from the team for 
violation of training rules three days before the game. Obviously 
Mike was nervous, but he did well and now faces an even larger 
task in confronting the nation’s number two team against the 
rush, Texas. But don’t bet against him. He wouldn’t be at 
Alabama if he wasn't a good one and a redshirt year in 1980 has 
helped him mature. He’s lost weight during the season, showing 
his work habits. He played under coach Bill Bacon at Enterprise 
High, being a two-year starter after moving there from Virginia 
where he was a tight end as a sophomore. He was All-State, All-Southern and team captain. 
His father, James, is a retired Army officer and played football, basketball and ran track at 
Presbyterian. His cousin, Scott Spann, was an All-American swimmer at Auburn. 
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RICKY MOORE...Fullback 26 
6-0, 230, freshman, Huntsville, AL 


Finished the season as Alabama's leading rusher with 347 yards 
on 79 carries for a 4.4 average, playing in all 11 games and start- 
ing against Vanderbilt. He started slowly getting five yards on one 
carry against LSU and didn’t carry at all against Georgia Tech. He 
ripped off 55 yards on 12 against Kentucky with a 15-yarder in 
there. He hit Vandy for 28 on seven, then his best day came 
against Ole Miss with 74 on 11 carries and a season long run of 
36. Southern Miss found him carrying 14 times for 45 yards, then 
he was two for seven against Tennessee, seven for 26 against 
Mississippi State, seven for 34 against Rutgers, eight for 
33 ganiiat Penn State and 10 for 40 against Auburn. He didn’t score a single touchdown. Big 
and strong, he seemed to break away from tacklers in every game at least once. Should be a 
premier fullback in the wishbone before he’s through. Considered the best running back in 
Alabama out of Lee High under coach Lee Nunley, where he averaged over 100 yards a game, 
scored five touchdowns in one game and ran a 4.7 40 and was an outstanding baseball player. 
Played tailback in high school so the move to fullback has been a learning process. 


STEVE MOTT...Offensive Center 58 

6-3, 248, junior, 1-VL, New Orleans, LA 

When Steve was a junior at Archbishop Shaw High in New 
Orleans he visited Coach Bryant’s suite when Bama was playing 
in the Sugar Bowl and although he says it wasn’t him but a team- 
mate who sat on THE coach’s hat, he says it with a big grin. Con- 
sidered by many to be the best center in the SEC, he was second 
team on most picks behind an incumbent. ABC-TV picked him as 
Bama’s player-of-the-game against Tennessee in 1980 when he 
demolished All-SEC noseguard Jimmy Noonan. Steve says the 
key to his weekly improvement has been practicing against War- 
ren Lyles. Was a first team All-America pick as a prepster for 
coach Joe Zimmerman, twice All-State, four year letterman and three-year starter. 


MARK NIX...Running Back 48 
6-0, 198, senior, 2-VL, Altoona, AL 


This wasn’t a banner year for Mark because he missed five games 
in the middle of the season with a knee injury, getting only seven 
carries for 15 yards and catching two passes for 55 yards, but one 
was a 44-td against LSU from Paul Fields. But Mark is a fine 
leader and one of those type young men you want on your team. 
He’s married and always carries books on road trips to study. As 
a junior he rushed six times for 36 yards, plus had three carries for 
seven yards in the Cotton Bowl. Passed twice and completed both 
for 41 yards, and a 48-yard quick kick. Played for coach Wayne 
Robinson at West End where he was a quarterback and All-State. 
He won 16 high school letters, four each in football, basketball, baseball and track and was 
football captain twice and once in baseball. 
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BEN ORCUTT...Running Back 
5-11, 185, senior, Arlington Heights, IL 


Another senior who has been hobbled by injuries all season, but a 
hard worker who gained 74 yards on 13 carries this year and 
caught one pass. He played in eight games and missed three with 
injuries. He played in six games as a junior but was knocked out 
of the others by injuries, although he carried six times for 45 yards 
and scored two touchdowns. As a soph he carried 11 times for 30 
yards. Played under coach Grant Blaney at Buffalo Grove High, 
outside of Chicago, where he scored 24 touchdowns, rushed for 
1,975 yards and caught passes for 562 yards. He was a sprinter on 
the track team. 


BENNY PERRIN...Right Cornerback 23 
6-2, 176, senior, 1-VL, Decatur, AL 


Normally a cornerback having the kind of year Benny enjoyed 
would have been a certain all-conference pick, but he played in 
what many consider the best secondary in the nation and wasn’t 
selected, but he is feared by opponents and is a super athlete. He 
grabbed off two key interceptions against Auburn and returned 
them 55 yards to help win the game. For the year he had three in- 
terceptions, the other being a 72-yard td jaunt against Vanderbilt 
that goes into the Tide history books as the ninth best of all time. 
He was in on 31 tackles, 13 against the pass, caused one fumble 
and broke up a team leading 11 passes. Played in all 12 games 
last year and startedonce, making 17 tackles and added four more in the Cotton Bowl. He 
made six tackles and intercepted a pass as a soph. Played for coach Earl Webb at Decatur 
High where he quarterbacked his team for three years and was All-American and all- 
everything else. Was all-tournament in the high school basketball championships as he took 
his team to the 4A finals. Has tried to play baseball at Alabama but suffered a broken foot ear- 
ly. In summer softball play last year he hit well over 100 home runs. And he’s a scratch golfer. 


MIKE PITTS...Defensive End 81 

6-5, 246, junior, 2-VL, Baltimore, MD 

All he did was make first team All-SEC this season and was pick- 
ed second team All-America by Football News, while piling up 84 
tackles, a team-leading 14 sacks for 77 yards in losses and mak- 
ing big-play after big-play in the clutch. As a sophomore he played 
behind everybody’s All-American E.J. Junior, so he learned well. 
He played enough to make 34 tackles, three for losses for 14 
yards, had one pass interception and recovered three fumbles. As 
a frosh he was in on 14 stops, one for a 15-yard loss and grabbed 
an enemy fumble. Perhaps the biggest single play he’s had was 
against Rutgers in Giants Stadium as a sophomore when from his 
defensive end position he covered a halfback going deep on a pass patter. He leaped high and 
intercepted it to save a touchdown that could have won the game for Rutgers. Played for 
coach Augie Waible at Polytechnic High, leading his team to a 10-1 senior year and the state 
championship. He made 15 tackles in the state title game. Was All-Metro, All-State and Prep 
All-America, while starting two years on teams that went 19-2-1. Mike is a native of Alabama 
and was born in Pell City. 
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MIKE RODRIGUEZ...Middle Guard 31 


6-3, 240, sophomore, Melbourne, FL 


Mike came on strong at the end of the season and played both 
middle guard and defensive tackle. He made several big plays in 
the Penn State game and finished the year with 12 tackles and 
caused a fumble. He played in 10 games but stayed hurt until late 
in the year. Was in two games as a freshman. A talented athlete, 
he was tried at fullback and defensive end as well as the two 
spots he played this year. Threw the shot and javelin on the Tide 
track team last spring in a couple of meets. Played for coach 
Larry Canady at Eau Gallie High in Melbourne and averaged 
seven-yards a carry from fullback. A weight lifting enthusiast he 
may be the strongest on the team, plus ran a 4.6 time in the 40 in high school. He was the 
Florida champion wrestler at 220-pounds and state discus champion with a throw of 175. He 
won the North Carolina javelin title as a sophomore. His father is a professional wrestler. 


TERRY SANDERS...Placekicker 2 


6-0, 166, freshman, Birmingham, AL 

This strong-legged young freshman has handled the kickoff 
duties most of the season but the one time he was called on fora 
field goal try saw him come through under extreme pressure. 
Bama and Mississippi State were tied 10-all in the fourth quarter 
and Tide kicking ace Peter Kim had been sidelined with injuries. 
Terry was summoned and calmly drilled a 28-yarder through to 
give Alabama a 13-10 victory in what may have been the most im- 
portant game of the season for the Tide. He came to Alabama 
from Berry High School in Birmingham where he played under 
coach Bob Finley, one of the best. He averaged 42 yards a punt, 
boomed kickoffs into the end zone with regularity and was an excellent long-range field goal 
kicker. It’s unusual for the Tide to scholarship a kicker, but Terry’s ability warranted it. He lost 
out in the punting duty race, but he shouldn’t feel too bad since Malcolm Simmons led the 
SEC with a 43.9 average this year. He played basketball and baseball at Berry. 


WILLARD SCISSUM...Offensive Guard 72 
6-3, 265, freshman, Huntsville, AL 


This young giant has a tremendous future based on his rookie 
year showing. He has played both guard and tackle, fought off 
nagging injuries and emerged as one of those Tide coaches like in 
there when it gets tough. He came from Lee High where he was a 
teammate of rushing leader and fellow freshman Ricky Moore. He 
played offensive tackle and noseguard on defense and did it for 
four years. Won three letters in wrestling and two in track. His 
father football for Alabama A&M. Willard played in eight Tide 
games this season. 
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MALCOLM SIMMONS...Punter 6 


6-4, 203, sophomore, Montgomery, AL 

This left-footed punter not only led the Southeastern Conference 
in punting in his very first try with a 43.9 average on 60 kicks, but 
broke the 39-year record of Charley Boswell of 43.2 on 50-or-more 
attempts. His long kick of the season was a 73-yarder against 
Georgia Tech. Malcolm gets the ball away quickly and doesn’t let 
the rush effect him. He came to Alabama as a walkon but was 
awarded a scholarship this season after winning the punting job. 
His best day was against Tech when he averaged 49.5 on four 
kicks. He averaged 48.2 against LSU, 45.7 against Auburn, 45.6 
against Penn State, and 44.4 against Southern Miss. He had 
seven kicks of over 50 yards. He prepped at Jeff Davis in Montgomery and is the son of a 
medical doctor and studying pre-med at Alabama. 


KEN SIMON...Fullback 20 

6-1, 196, junior, 1-VL, Montgomery, AL 

Ken's first game start got off to a rocky beginning when he fumbl- 
ed at the LSU 15 on the opening drive, but the next time he got the 
ball he atoned with a 51-yard touchdown jaunt that led to a very 
convincing 24-7 Tide win on national television. He started nine 
games this season and finished with 261 yards rushing on 66 car- 
ries for a 3.9 average. He also caught a 38-yard pass. Ken has 
sprinter speed and is a threat to score every carry. His speed is at- 
tested by the fact he broke Richmond Flowers’ Alabama high hur- 
dle record with a 13.69 clocking in high school, then two years ago 
ran the lead leg of the Tide 400-meter relay team that set an SEC 
record of 39.07. Ken won the Dixie Howell award as the top player 
in last year’s spring game when he rushed for 73 yards and scored twice. In 1979 he lettered on 
two SEC championship teams, football and track. He played football for coach Bo Boswell at 
Robert E. Lee and although he missed part of his senior year with injuries he was All-State. He 
scored five touchdowns in one game. He has been hampered by injuries thoughout his Tide 
career, being able to play in just three games. 


ANTHONY SMILEY...Defensive End 52 


6-1, 214, sophomore, Birmingham, AL 

Was the backup man to All-SEC standout Mike Pitts this season 
at left defensive end, but managed to do well when he was in the 
game. Had a total of 10 tackles on the season and was a member 
of the kicking teams. Played in three junior varsity games in 1980 
where he had 11 tackles and one pass interception, playing both 
end and linebacker. Played for coach Jim Currier at Pinson Valley 
High, where he was All-District and All-State, being the team’s 
leading tackler on defense and the top rusher on offense. He rush- 
ed for 986 yards on 191 carries his senior season and named the 
Jefferson County Player of the Year in 1979 by the Birmingham 
Touchdown Club. Anthony is an avid weight lifter and one of the leaders in the weightroom. 
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JERRILL SPRINKLE. ..Defensive Back 7 
6-1, 183, junior, 1-VL, Chamblee, GA 


Started five games this past season and is versatile enough to 
play both cornerback positions, free safety and strong safety. He 
finished with 30 tackles on the season, broke up three passes. In 
the Cotton Bowl you might find him anywhere in the secondary. 
He won the Bobby Johns Most Improved Defensive Back Award 
last spring against a lot of tough competition. Played in 10 games 
as a backup performer last season and lettered, making six 
tackles and breaking up a pass. Went to Sequoyah High in 
Chamblee, an Atlanta suburb, where he played for coach Bill 
Hale. Earned four letters as a quarterback, running back, defen- 
sive back and linebacker. He rushed 197 times for 812 yards and completed 47 passes for 507 
yards as a senior. As a defender he made 69 tackles and grabbed off three passes. In one 
game he rushed for 146 yards and two tds, completed seven passes for 85 yards and a td, 
blocked a punt, intercepted a pass and recovered a fumble. He was too tired to march with the 
band at halftime. Also earned three baseball letters and one in track, and captained the foot- 
ball and baseball teams. 


DOUG VICKERS...Offensive Guard 63 

6-3, 244, sophomore, Enterprise, AL 

Doug started the last nine games of the season and impressed 
enough people to be named second team all-SEC by the AP. Has 
all the tools that Tide coaches look for in a guard for the wishbone 
attack and that looms tough on opponents in future years since 
he’s just a sophomore. Played in six games as a freshman, in- 
cluding the Cotton Bowl win over Baylor. Started the season 
listed as a backup man at both guard and tackle, but won the 
starting berth on the practice field. Attended Enterprise High and 
was coached by Bill Bacon, where he led his team to the 4A state 
championship and was all-everything, including Adidas prep All- 
America. Was one of the South’s top prep line prospects and widely recruited. Vickers, Mike 
McQueen and Craige Florence are all products of the fine Enterprise High School program. 
Lettered as a forward in basketball, where he was a tough rebounder. 


HARDY WALKER...Offensive Guard 73 
6-4, 277, freshman, Huntsville, AL 


His high school credentials were such that he could have gone to 
any major school in the nation, being the number one prospect in 
Alabama and some publications called him the best high school 
lineman in the nation. While it’s a big step from high school to col- 
lege, he is making the adjustment and playing regularly on the 
Tide’s alternate offensive line. He has in seven games and it 
would have been more except for an ankle that slowed him. He 
has the makings of a great one, with his size, speed and dedica- 
tion to the game. Was the state heavyweight wrestling champion, 
too. Runs the 40 in 5.1 and played both offense and defense with 
equal skill as a prepster. Many compare him to former Tide great John Hannah at this stage. 
Hannah now has been voted the top pro — lineman three straight seasons. 
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JIMMY WATTS...Defensive End 41 


6-1, 223, sophomore, Gulf Breeze, FL 

He's been a backup man most of the year but played in all 11 
games and has the ability to be a good one in years ahead. Made 
18 tackles this season, including three sacks for 19 yards in 
losses. Also caused a fumble and made two tackles on kickoffs. 
He started his career as a fullback, being the second leading 
rusher on the junior varsity a year ago with 124 yards on 31 carries 
and scoring two touchdowns. This past spring he was moved to 
defensive and quickly settled in right behind starter Russ Wood 
on the right side. Played for coach Corky Newman at Gulf Breeze 
High, where he lettered and started four years. In fact, he was the team’s MVP as a ninth 
grader. He also lettered three years in basketball and one in track. His father, J.R. Watts, 
played football at Wichita State and both of his grandfathers also played college football, so it 
runs in the family. 


TOMMY WILCOX...Strong Safety 15 

5-11, 194, junior, 2-VL, Harahan, LA 

A concensus All-American this past season, Tommy Wilcox is one 
super athlete, blessed with humility. He was named Freshman of 
the Year in the SEC in 1979, voted to the first team Freshman All- 
America team and second All-SEC team. In 1980 as a sophomore 
he was first team All-SEC and second team All-America. This year 
he has made virtually every All-America team, and will go down in 
history as one of the all-time great Alabama players. He made the 
NCAA-ABC press tour this past summer despite being a junior 
and made a hit at every stop, and yet all the honors haven’t chang- 
ed this refreshing Louisiana youngster with the hint of a Cajun accent at all. He came to 
Alabama as a heralded wishbone quarterback out of Bonnabel High School, a New Orleans 
suburb. After trying defense, he turned down an offer to move back to quarterback. As a soph 
he led the team with four interceptions and 15 yards in returns, was fifth in total tackles with 
49, including one qb sack for a 12-yard loss on a blitz, broke up seven passes, caused three 
fumbles, and helped Bama win the National Championship by beating Arkansas, 24-7, in his 
hometown in the Sugar Bowl. As a soph in 1980 he was thrid in total tackles with 75, had two 
more interceptions for 19 return yards, tied for the team lead with six passes batted away, had 
two sacks for 17 yards in losses, and recovered two fumbles. He made 19 tackles against 
Notre Dame on national TV. He also returned 13 punts for 63 yards and took three snaps at 
quarterback against Mississippi State as a freshman. This year he made 58 tackles, tying for 
fifth place, had three interceptions for 10 yards, broke up 10 passes, caused one fumble, 
recovered one and been a tremendous leader. His interception on the goalline against Auburn 
saved a sure touchdown. Thus in three seasons he has a total of 182 tackles, three for 29 yards 
in losses, has intercepted nine passes and returned them 44 yards, broken up 23 passes, caus- 
ed four fumbles and recovered three. Played for coach Willie Hof, led his team to the top 
classification state championship as a senior, was a twoptime All-American and All-Stater, 
and lettered four years with a 35-10 record. He was team captain and lettered three years in 
track. His father, Freddie, played football at Tulane University. On the Bob Hope Christmas 
special TV show on Dec. 29th, he will be honored with the other AP All-Americans. Since he 
wears jersey number 15, he fixed up a special jersey for the occasion to help honor Hope’s 
long-time friend and golfing buddy Bear Bryant. His jersey number was 315! 
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RUSS WOOD...Defensive End 89 

6-3, 211, junior, 1-VL, Elba, AL 

A lot of Alabama fans were worried about who would replace Gary 
DeNiro at right end this season, but their fears were quickly put to 
rest with the inspired play of Russ Wood. He finished in a tie with 
Tommy Wilcox as the fifth leading tackler with 58, had 10 tackles 
for losses totaling 43 yards, broke up four passes, and picked off 
a fumble in mid-air and returned it 33 yards for a touchdown 
against Vanderbilt. Has very good quickness and speed and is a 
heady player. Bama's ends play very much like outside 
linebackers and that comes natural to Russ since he did that in 
high school under his coach and father, Mack Wood, at Elba High. 
He played sparingly as a freshman but made three tackles. As a sophomore he made nine 
stops and caused a fumble, then this year blossomed into a standout. He lettered three years 
at Elba and caught passes for more than 1,000 yards. As a senior he led his team with 128 
tackles as it went 9-2 and ended Andalusia’s 58-game winning streak. He was All-State two 
years and played in the all-star game. His father played collegiately at Troy State.

HOW THE “CRIMSON TIDE” GOT ITS NAME 


In early newspaper accounts of Alabama football the team was listed simply as the “varsity” or the 
“Crimson White” after the school colors. First nickname to become popular and to be used by the 
headline writers of the era was the “Thin Red Line.” This cognomen was first employed during the 
coaching regime of J. W.H. Pollard. between 1906 and 1909. Dr. Pollard, now living in Groveland, 
Mass.. credits Hugh Roberts. former sports editor of the Birmingham Age-Herald. as originator of the 
name. ‘Crimson Tide” supplanted the “Thin Red Line” as Alabama's nickname either during the 1917 
or 1919 season. It was used in a student paper headline in November. 1919. but Birmingham papers 
used the term earlier. Zipp Newman. sports editor of the Birmingham News. probably popularized the 
name more than any other writer

comeback win. 


UA RETURNED A PUNT FOR A TD — Jeremiah Castille streaked 43 yards in the second 
quarter against Vanderbilt in Tuscaloosa on Sept. 27, 1980. 


UA RETURNED AN INTERCEPTION FOR A TD — Benny Perrin grabbed a Vanderbilt 
pass at the Crimson Tide 28 and sped down the sideline 72 yards on Sept. 26, 1981, in 
Nashville. His return pushed Bama’s lead to 16-7 in the second quarter and Alabama went on 
to win 28-7. 


UA RECORDED A SAFETY — Alabama's first score of the Vanderbilt game on Sept. 26, 
1981 in Nashville came when defensive tackle Jackie Cline blocked All-SEC punter Jim 
Arnold's attempted punt in the end zone and it went out of the end zone for a safety. 


UA SHUT OUT AN OPPONENT — In downpour, Tide blanked Tennessee, 27-0, in Knoxville 
on regional TV on October 18, 1980. UA held Vols to five first downs and 59 yards total of- 
fense. 


UA BLOCKED A PUNT FOR TD — E.J. Junior blocked it and Rickey Gilliland picked it up 
and ran 35 yards in third quarter against Missouri in Columbia on Sept. 16, 1978. The return put 
Bama back on top 24-20. 


OPPONENT RETURNED A PUNT FOR A TD — Walter Dowsing of Mississippi State pick- 
ed his way for 47-yards in third quarter of Nov. 4, 1972 game in Tuscaloosa. 


OPPONENT RETURNED AN INTERCEPTION FOR A TD — Russ Calabrese of Missouri 
picked off a Jeff Rutledge pass and weaved his way 30-yards in Columbia on Sept. 16, 1978. 


OPPONENT RECORDED A SAFETY — Tommy Tabor of Baylor tackled Walter Lewis in the 
end zone first quarter of January 1, 1981 Cotton Bow! game. 


OPPONENT SHUT OUT ALABAMA — Notre Dame blanked Crimson Tide, 7-0, on National

TEN TEXANS LETTER FOR TIDE 


Alabama has been producing football teams since 1892, but in all of those years, only 10 
Texas natives have played and lettered for the Crimson Tide. They are E.B. (Bully) Lenior of 
Marlin in 1917-18-19, Charles Bartlett of Marlin in 1920-21, Manchester Paget of El Paso in 
1920, Andy Cohen of El Paso in 1923-24, Billy Hicks of Abilene in 1928-29, Joe Cummings of 
Muleshoe in 1952-53, Don Parsons of Houston in 1958, Leon Fuller of Nederland in 1959-60, 
Darwin Holt of Gainesville in 1960-61, and Jack Hulbut of Houston in 1962-63. Bama's most 
prominent Texas “name” though would be the great Lee Roy Jordan, perhaps the best 
linebacker in Crimson Tide history and later All-Pro and highly popular Dallas Cowboy 
linebacker, who makes his home in Dallas where he is in the redwood lumber business. 
Sophomore center Mark Jackson from Houston should receive a letter for the 1981 season 
and will become the 11th Texan on the list.

BOWL REVENUES UP $3.5 MILLION - FUTURE PROSPEROUS 


The 15 post-season bowl games paid a total of $21,641,270 following the 1980 football 
season, an increase of $3.5 million, and more than twice the payoff from bow! games back 
in 1975. 

The Southeastern Conference received some $3.4 million for having Georgia in the Sugar 
Bowl, Alabama in the Cotton Bowl, Mississippi State in the Sun Bowl and Florida in the 
Tangerine Bowl. The Big Ten had $3.5 million to divvy up with Michigan in the Rose, Purdue in 
the Liberty and Ohio State in the Fiesta. 

With its appearance in the Cotton Bowl, Alabama brought home some $1,910,033 but that is 
split among all 10 conference schools after the Crimson Tide receives expense money under 
the SEC's bowl formula. 

The Rose paid $5,355,842 to Michigan and Washington, with the Cotton Bowl second with a 
$3,820,167 to the Tide and Baylor. The Orange paid $3,047,700, and the Sugar was fourth on the 
list at $2,143,607. 

A total of 902,305 spectators attended the 15 bowl games. 

Eleven of the bowls had record payoffs and six had a record setting attendance.

FOOTBALL'S ORIGIN AT ALABAMA 


“Mr. W. G. Little, of Livingston, Ala., was the first man to introduce football at the University. Mr. Lit- 
tle had been a student at Andover, Mass., and went to the University (of Alabama) carrying his uniform 
and a great bag of enthusiasm for the game in 1892. A number of students joined in with him in the 
season beginning in October of that year.":— Crimson White (Student Paper), Nov. 25, 1926. 

Alabama's first game was played in Birmingham on Friday afternoon, Nov. 11, 1892. at the old 
Lakeview Park. Opposition was furnished by a picked team from Professor Taylor's school and Bir- 
mingham high schools, with Alabama winning, 56-0. Early teams were a bit tougher than current 
squads, it seems, as the following afternoon Alabama played the Birmingham Athletic Club, losing 5-4 
when Ross, of B. A. C., kicked a 65 yard field goal. Impossible though it may seem. this field goal was 
listed as a collegiate record at one time and Birmingham papers of the day featured its distance in 
writeups of the game. 

The gridiron sport rapidly caught the students’ fancy and the game became a favorite with Univer- 
sity athletes. In 1896 the University’s board of trustees passed a rule forbidding athletic teams from 
traveling off the campus. The following season only one game was played and in 1898 football was 
abandoned at Alabama. Student opposition to the ruling was so strong that the trustees lifted the travel 
ban and football was resumed in 1899, to continue without interruption until the first World War forced 
cancellation of the 1918 games. 

Alabama first gained national recognition in 1922 when the University of Pennsylvania was defeat- 
ed, 9-7, in Philadelphia. The following season Wallace Wade became head coach and in 1925 led the 
Crimson Tide to its first undefeated and untied season and its first Rose Bow! invitation. On Jan. 1. 
1926. an unheralded, underrated team from Tuscaloosa came from behind to upset Washington State, 
20-19, in the Rose Bow! and establish a precedent of colorful play that recent Crimson Tide teams have 
continued to uphold.
